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TAXING TOBACCO GROWERS. 


Perhaps the present congress 
might 


upon reflection bo induced to undo one 
piece of great injustice indicted upon 
\merican growers of tobacco in the no- 
torious Gorman-Wilson bill of 1804 and 
still unrepcalcd and adopted by Kopubh- 
can legislation. This taxes the raw pro- 
duct of tobacco growers, that is raw leaf 
tobacco six cents per pound, or nearly 
the full value, if they sell it to any other 
person or persons unless actual consum- 
ers. The fanner may not in any wise, 
twist or stem such tobacco unless for his 
own exclusive use on the premises, and 
as tho consumers to whom he. may sell., 
naturally live at a great distance from 
his premises, the tobacco grower is forc- 
ed to sell »t the prices dictated by the 
powerful tobacco trust in whose favor 
the present restriction were constructed. 


No other farm produce or product of 


the farmer is taxed, may be because there 
is no trust in the cereals as in tobacco, 
and congress could well repeal this highly 
discriminative legislation against the 
grower. The Wisconsin tobacco "rower 
is 
precisely as much discriminated 


against ui the tobacco grower of the 
south, and his protest should be added to 
those'of other growers located in other 
states. 
If tho tobacco growers of the 


south hud tho siune measure of right, 
the growers of cotton have, the great 
market near them composed principally 
of negroo.-i who prefer the natural tobac- 
co jn twist, but stemmed, would speedily 
make a difference in their welfare. It 
would also tend to restrict the inordi- 
nate profits of the tobacco trust since 
the grower would not be restricted to 
such customers as might be handy to his 
ini-ru, and willing to accept the raw lent 
without stemming or twisting. Again as 
one of the debaters said in one of the 
sessions not long since on this subject, 
tho farmer although he has a legal right 
to sell his tobacco without any tax pro- 
vided such tobacco is in the natural leaf 
and also provided, he sells in person, 
the purchaser invariably will compel the 
grower to make a sacrifice ou account of 
as he says, this tax has to be paid. 


The commissioner of internal revenue 


otutes the fact plainly in a letter of his 
of March, 1003 to Congressman Gaines. 
The commissioner states: 


"Under the present law, a tax of C 


cents per pound is imposed upon nil to- 
bacco stemmed or twisted by a farmer 
not intended for his own personal use. 


"A farmer may stem and twist tobacco 


for his own use without incurring liabil- 
ity to tax on such tobacco. 


"Stemming or twisting tobacco is re- 


garded as manufacturing, and a grower 
or planter can not lawfully stem or twist 
his tobacco for salo, or for the purpose of 
giving it away, without payment of tax. 
If he should be engaged in that business 
he would be regarded as a manufacturer 
of tobacco, and bo required to qualify as 
mwh by registering with the collector of 
the district, filing statement and bond, 
and to pack, label, and stamp his product 
as provided by regulations No. 8, pages 5 
and G." 


In reply to this the congressman said 


in tic debate the .above restriction ie a 
part of the law of April 1002, • but he 
docs not add, brought down from the 
Wilson law of 1894.

CARE OF HOUSE PLANTS. 


Uow to Have n Tlirlvinn Garden In 


•Winter. 


Raising house plants is not after all 


a very difficult thing if one observes 
certain facts and gives sufficient atten- 
tion to these, says the Brooklyn Citizen. 
Plants are frequently moved around 
too much to thrive and are exposed to 
uneven temperature or drafts. 


T.he room in which plants grow must 


not be kept very -warm in the daytime 
and allowed to become very cold at 
night. Giving enough water at regular 
times is of course the first requisite to 
8ucces» in plant culture. Most llo-wor- 
iag plants need sunshine, and there- 
fore a euuny window protected from 
drafts is the best place to keep thorn. 


On the other hand, a fernery needs 


light, but not sun, and therefore thrives 
beat'in windows on toe ahady side of 
the house. Coal sas and gas for light- 
ing are destructive to all growth of 
plants, and therefore to protect from 
those cover tho plants with a newspa- 
per at night raised by some device so 
ns not to touch the leaves. Maidenhair 
ffarns are 'found to grow best under 
tjlass globes. 


Every day at as nearly the same hour 


as you can manage water your plants. 
They will be grateful for the regular- 
ity, "and UK often as once a week give 
Uie large plants, such as palms nnd 
rubber trees, a sponge bath witli tepiJ 
water. It is most important 1o keep thu 
foliage free from dust. Plants, too, 
need'fresh air as much as people, and 
therefore allow the window farthest 
from the plants to be open a little way 
at the top, being sure, however, to cov- 
er them if the change ol' temperature 
will be felt. 


With attention to the above facts one 


may have a beautiful and thriving gar- 
den within doors all the season long.

CODNTY COURT MATTERS 


NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—Radium from 


minerals found in Colorado has been ei- 
hibited here at a meeting of the Tech- 
nology club, before which the latest de- 
velopments in the treatment of disease 
by the use of- liquids charged with radio- 
activity was described by Dr. Wra, J. 
Morton, of the New York Poat Graduate 
hospital, who said be had effected three 
complete cures of cancer with radium. 
Remarkable results also were , Bard to 
liave been achieved in cases of malaria 
and other diseaees due to bacteria. 


'I have experimented for nix months," 


said Dr. Morton,' "with solutions which 
become radio-active when 
exposed 
to 


radium for 24 hours. To give these solu- 
tions in very large doses would probably 
kill a human being and great care must 
be exercised in these experiments. Sun- 
light is a great curative agent, and'liq- 
uids charged with violet rays have prac- 
tically the same effect. 


"A later method is to employ solu- 


tions like quinine sulphate that have the 
property of fluorescence. A patient may 
be given some of this solution, and then 
when radium is held near the body or 
the X-ray used the liquid becomes lumin- 
ous and suulight may be said to flood 
the interior of the body. 


"In chronic malaria, cancer of the liv- 


er and many other ailments, this treat- 
ment has already shown good results. 


"Up to the present I have treated can- 


cer with radium by suspending the latter 
at a certain distance from the mouth of 
a goblet-shaped glass and applying the 
mouth over the affected part, and hold- 
ing it there.''

LONDON, Jan. 14.—The British for- 


eign office officials said tonight, after 
leading the Japanese reply to the last 
Russian note, that it only takes the 
crisis a step further in a less hopeful di- 
rection. The advices received by the for- 
eign office made them fear that Russia 
would not accept Japan's reiterated de- 
mands. 


LONDON, Jan. 14.—Minister Hayashi 


received today the text of the Japanese 
reply to Russia's last note. 


It does not contain an ultimatum, but 


reiterates Japan's original demands with 
what Baron Hayashi terms "a modifica- 
tion upon a minor point." 


The questions of Chinese sovereignty 


in Jinnchurm and Japan's sphere of in- 
fluence hi Corea are rcinsistcd upon. 


Minister Hayashi said to a representa- 


tive of the Associated Press: 


"So far as I can see the relations of 


the two powers regarding the dispute 
practically are unchanged. I have no 
indication of the reception which this 
note is likciy to meet at the liands of 
Hie Russian government, but I expect 
the negotiations will continue for sever- 
al weeks." 


EXPRESSES DISSATISFACTION. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Secretary 


Hay and the Japanese minister held a 
long conference today at the conclusion 
of. which the Associated Press was in- 
formed that the Japanese 1'eply to Rus- 
sia's latest note had been completed and 
was on its way. It is learned that ivhile 
not an ultimatum it expressed dissatis- 
faction with Russia's latest proposals. It 
is further learned that the question of 
Manchuria is not eliminated by Japan in 
her reply but that something in the na- 
ture of counter proposals are suggested. 


Sir Mortimer Durand, the British am- 


bassador, also had a conference 
with 


Secretary Hay on the far eastern situa- 
tion. 


Advices on the subject received at the 


embassy are of a gloomy nature. 


OF PEACEFUL TENOR. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—An important 


personage, a privy councillor, gives the 
assurance, ca'oles the Herald's St. Peters- 
burg correspondent that the news receivr 
ed from the far oast is of such a favor- 
able nature that any immediate danger 
of war is averted. 


This means that the anticipation of

With 
the Iroquois stage filled with excelsior 
and rubbish, and a fire raging thereon 
the condition 3 being like those of the fa- 
.tal afternoon of December 30, the experts

flame -that swept so many lives away. 
J. R. Freeman, an expert on fires, will be 
asked to take charge of the test.

destitute through the loss of relatives. 


Third. To devise and carry out meth-

Fourth. To assist in and comp.il the 


enforcement of existing and any iurtl:er 
ordinances and statutes enacted for the 
purpose of safeguarding human life in 
public assemblages.

WILL TAKE ACTION AT 


MADISON NEXT YEAR 


County Board Sow Has Option ami 


Can Provide Little or Nothing 


Towards Indigent Old 


Soldiers. 


In a recent issue of the Journal atten- 


tion was called to the fact that the Ra- 
cine county board of supervisors had 
only made provision for |2,000 for the 
Soldiers' Relief Commiuion, the money 
being used to care for the indigent sol- 
diers and widows of soldiers in Racine 
county. 


Members of the Commission were in- 


dignant when they met the first of th« 
year and openly stated that. the sum 
was altogether too small for what it is 
intended and expressed a belief that the 
members of the board kept the amount 
of assessment down because they did 
not desire to increase this fund, the law 
only permitting a per cent on every 
thousand assessed valuation. 


The $2,000, to be distributed does not 


permit a sufficient sum for each person 
on the list to hardly exist. Urgent d«- 
mands and requests on the part of the 
commissioners does no good. 


WANT THE LAW OF 1898. 


It appears that when the annual de- 


partment encampment of the G. A. R., 
meets at Madison nest June it is pro- 
bable that the department will take fa- 
vorable action to the repeal of the re- 
cent law relating to special tax for the 
soldiers' relief and the substitution of 
the law oE 1S9S. 


The present hrvr Iras-juoveii-sij objec- 


tionable that, it is said, its repeal is 
likely to become a campaign issue, whe- 
ther tlit encampment takes any formal 
action or not. 


The former law provided that 
all 


county boards must levy a special tax 
for soldiers' relief of one-tenth of a mill 
on nil taxable property, for the purpose 
of creating a fund for the relief of Un- 
ion soldiers, sailors, marines and .their 
indigent widows and orphans. This law 
was satisfactory. 
Late in the last ses- 


sion, April 28, a bill was introduced by 
the assembly committee on treasury and 
taxes to amend it. 


AT OPTION OF COUNTY BOARDS. 
Then it was found that the amended 


law left it optional with 
the county 


boards whether the special tax should be 
levied or not. The amended law fol- 
lows : 


"It shall be the duty of every county 


board to levy annually, in addition to 
all other taxes, a tax not 
exceeding 


three-fifths of one mill upon the taxable 
property in the county; such tax to be 
levied and collected as other taxes, for 
the purpose of creating funds for the re- 
lief of needy Union soldiers, Bailors, or 
marines, the indigent widows and minor 
children, of deceased soldiers, sailors or 
marines, and the indigent parents of such 
soldiers, sailors or marines, who have 
not left surviving widows or children en- 
titled to relief uudcr the provisions here- 
of." 


In many counties of the state the sol- 


diers' commission was ignored. This 
created a storm. Wliile the commission 
has not been ignored in Racine county 
the amount allowed'is so small that it is 
entirely inadequate to properly provide 
for the soldiers and widows entitled to 
relief.

NOT HALF ATTEND SCHOOL 


Alarming Situation Shown b.T Kcuoalm 


County Superintendent. 


In his annual report to the Kenosha 


county board, George W. Taylor, county 
superintendent of schools, calls the at- 
tention of the board to the fact that 
while there were, during the last year, 
3,492 children, between the ages of 4 anil 
20, only 1,477 of that number attended 
the public school, and 237 private schools 
showing a school attendance of only 48 
per cent. 


Mr. Taylor.calls the attention of the 


board to the truancy law, providing that 
all children between the ag'os of 7 and 
14 must attend, school fivo months dur- 
ing the year, and he urges that the peo- 
ple of the county do not permit the law 
to become a dead letter. He is satisfied 
of the wisdom of this law, and believes 
its provisions should be rigidly enforc- 
ed. 


The superintendent notes several chan- 


ges which should be made. He advocates 
the abolition of districts 3, Paris; 4, 
Pleasant Prairie,- and 8, Salem, and their 
uniting with surrounding districts, or 
provide for instruction of pupils ;u other 
districts.

and Feb. 16, Alice Strippel nled applica- 
tion to be made administratrix, claiming 
to have lived with him about twelve 
years as his common law wife, doing hi* 
cooking and attending to all the .-egular 
duties of a housewife, also Iwing known 
as Mrs. White. 


In the trial letters were introduced ia 


evidence in which Capt. White .tddress- 
cd her as his wife. Witness testified 
that he had introduced her as iu«i.

Frank Bassinger Declares Con- 


victed Burglar Was Assailant 


of Rev. and Mrs. Cheney. 


Joseph Dahm, Just Released From Prison, Re- 


vealed to Him Yesterday Confession 


by One Time Suspect of the 


Mysterious Attach. 


ISx-Policemnn Frank Bassinger claims 


that he has conclusive proof that Henry 
F. Corbett, tried in March, 1900, in the 
litinicipal court, on charge of 
having 


shot Kev. David Cheney and his wife, at 
tlicir Lake avenue homo, and who was 
found Dot guilty, never did the shooting, 
but that Charles Nelson, recently sent tc 
prison for a term of years, on charge o 
having burglarized the New York Leai 
er store, has confessed that lie did tlu 
shooting. 


The excitement that prevailed when it 


was known that a burglar had entered 
the Cheney home and when discovered 
by Key. Oheney shot hiin and then his 
wife who came upon the scene, will be 
vividly recalled by the people of the 
Belle City. Henry F. Corbett, a picture 
ivgent, was arrested and identified as the 
party who did the shooting from a pe- 
culiar mark on his face and unusual 
mouth. 


The caso was tried and occupied one 


week. M. E. Walker took care of Cor- 
bett's case and after a desperate fight, 
during -which it was proven that Corbett 
was several blocks away from the house 
when 
the shooting occurred, he was 


cleared by a jury. Corbett lay in jail 
for months and came near dying several 
times and at one time was taken to a 
hospital. 


SAYS KELSON CONFESSED. 


Now comes Mr. Bassinger who states 


that yesterday morning a well dressed 
young man called at his home and stat- 
ed lie had some information to impart to 
the ex-policeman. This young man, Mr. 
Uassinger says, was Joseph Dahm, who 
on August 4, 1809, was sent to the in- 
dustrial school at "VVaukesha, as an in- 
corrigible. 
He was afterward let out on 


parole and later found in a barn and on 
Nov. 17. 1002, was taken to. the state 
reformatory at Green Bay. This young 
man informed Mr. Bassinger that he had 


just been released; that he had see.ri and 
conversed with Charles Nelson who had 
confessed to him that he bad shot Rev. 
Cheney and wife. 


Dnhm said Nelson told liow he had en- 


tered the Cheney home for robbery, that 
Rev. 
Cheney had caught him and that 


he shot the man to get away; that Mrs. 
Jheney came upon the scene and that he 
•liot at her and the ball took effect and 
•.s then got away. 


At the time of the shooting the burg- 


lar was said to have bad on a striped 
overcoat and there was a scar across his 
face. The officers suspected Nelson at 
the time, but Corbett seemed to be the 
man who answered nearest the descrip- 
tion. 


SOMECPKOOF AT HAND. 


Afterward Nelson was wanted for an- 


other 
crime and while Bassinger was 


searching through the house where he 
lived lie found the overcoat described 
and he also found envelopes bearing the 
name of the Baptist church and was 
confident 
these envelopes were 
taken 


from the Cheney home, but as they had 
Corbett in hand and he had been identi- 
fied, Nelson was not arrested. 


Nelson'was a ITCH ted later for burglar- 


izing the New York Leader and carved 
time, but he always -strictly denied 
knowing anything about the shooting of 
the Cheneys.

TAXING TOBACCO GROWERS. 


Perhaps tho present congress might 


upon reflection bo induced to undo one 
piece of great injustice inflicted upon 
American growers of tobacco in the no- 
torious Gorman-Wilson bill of 1804 and 
stil! unrepealed and adopted by Republi- 
can legislation. This taxes the raw pro- 
duct of tobacco growers, that is raw leaf 
tobacco six cents per pound, or nearly 
the full value, if they sell it to any other 
person or persons unless actual consum- 
ers. The farmer rriay not in any "wise, 
twist or stem such tobacco unless for his 
own exclusive use on the premises, and 
as the consumers to whom he.may sell, 
naturally live at a great distance from 
his premises, the tobacco grower is forc- 
ed to sell at the prices dictated by the 
powerful tobacco trust in whose favor 
the present restriction were constructed. 


No other farm produce or product of 


the farmer is taxed, may be because there 
is no trust in the cereals as in tobacco, 
and congress could well repeal this highly 
discriminative legislation against 
the 


grower. The Wisconsin tobacco grower 
is 
precisely as much discriminated 


against as the tobacco grower of the 
south, and his protest should be added to 
those of other growers located in other 
states. If the tobacco growers of the 
south had the sa.me measure of right, 
the growers of cotton have, the great 
market near them composed principally 
of negroes who prefer the natural tobao- 
oo in twist, but stemmed, would speedily 
make a difference in their welfare. It 
would also tend to restrict the inordi- 
nate profits of the tobacco trust since 
the grower would not be restricted to 
suoh customers as might be handy to his 
farm, and willing to accept the raw leaf 
without stemming or twisting. Again as 
one of the debaters said in one of the 
sessions not long since on this subject, 
the fanner although he has a legal right 
to soil Ills tobacco without any tax pro- 
vided such tobacco is in the natural leaf 
and also provided, he sells in person, 
the purchaser invariably will compel the 
grower to make a sacrifice on account of 
as he says, this tax lias to be paid. 


The commissioner of internal revenue 


states the fact plainly in a letter of his1 


of March, 1903 to Congressman Gainos. 
The commissioner states: 


"Under the present latv, a tax of 6 


oetits per pound is imposed upon all to- 
baoco stemmed or twisted by a farmer 
not intended for his own personal use, 


"A fanner may stem and twist tobacco 


for his own use without incurring liabil- 
ity to tax on such tobacco. 


"Stemming or twisting tobacco is re- 


garded as manufacturing, and a grower 
or planter can not lawfully stem or twist 
his tobacco for sale, or for the purpose of 
giving it away, without payment of tax. 
K he should be engaged in that business 
be would be regarded as a manufacturer 
of tobacco, and be required to qualify as 
moh by registering -with the collector of 
the district, filing statement and bond, 
and to pack, label, and stamp his product 
as provided by regulations No. 8, pages 5 
and 6." 


In reply to this the congressman said 


in the debate the .above restriction ie a 
part of the law of April 1002, .but he 
does act add, brought down from the 
Wilson law of 1894. 


"It will thus be seen that the farmer 


is required to put the tobnooo up in 
'packages' of a certain shape and size and 
weight, which -he can not do because he 
has not the means of doing so.. So that 
he is not allowed to stem or twist his 
tobacco, but he has not the machinery 
with which to put it into packages. Thus 
it is clearly nhown that the tobacco 
trusts have this law in their favor on the 
statute book, and they are trying to per- 
pehiats it here, with congress, I believe, 
ignorant of what is being done or what 
it has done. I know that my friend 
from Connecticut is, as I am, a friend of 
the farmer. He has shown that often. 


When the farmer, although he has a 


legal right to sell his tobacco without 
tax while In the leaf only, tries to sell it, 
the would-be purchaser says: "I cannot 
pay you so much for your tobacco be- 
cause of this tax; you must cut down the 
prioo below what you asked last year." 
That is the result."

afforded? Here is Senator Gorman, one 
of the shrewdest political wire pullers 
in his party who erring in mistaking 
public sentiment, sought to make party 
capital out of alleged mistakes . of the 
president. 
The senator was seeking to 


manufacture capital for the coming pres- 
idential campaign and in consequence at- 
tempted to disconnect things, and make 
it appear the president was not only on 
the wrong side, but had in fnct been 
guilty of enough to make him liable to 
impeachment. But who performed the 
impeachment act? Where did the sup- 
port come from and upon what was the 
impeachment 
service practiced? The 


impeachment came from southern states 
in the form of an imperative mandate 
to their senators to .vote to 
sustain 


President Roosevelt, that is to vote for 
the Panama treaty now before the sen- 
ate for 
confirmation. Sufficient com- 


mands have been given from southern 
states to insure a two-thirds majority 
for the treaty and the impeached is this 
Senator. Gorman himself, no one else. 
President Roosevelt is sustained upon 
an issue in which issue was not a parti- 
cle of politics, earnestly 
by 
the 


masses of the American people. If the 
president had made a mistake .in party 
surgery, it certainly is a mistake, only 
as relates to political operators, and as- 
suredly not as to the plain people. The 
people in both great political parties ap- 
prove of the course of President Roose- 
velt upon the Panama canal matter.

ALONG. 


It is singular the more ardent advo- 


cates of a primary election law have not 
gone further and coincided with the Col- 
orado people who have provided in a 
constitutional 
amendment 
permitting 


municipalities to banish all party signifi- 
cations from the heads of tickets. Now 
this is one of the reforms that is a re- 
form, but never a word do we hear as 
to this. Why? 


Well, the leading reason is such a com- 


plete revolution as this and applying to 
genera] elections would of course com- 
pletely destroy any built up political 
machine, and it obviously would never 
clo for our governor to go the whole hog. 
so to speak. But the people of Denver 
so long odiously ruled by a rascally 
gang who have not hesitated to resort to 
actual force, to say nothing of thievery, 
and brutality, arc now contemplating 
taking advantage of the provision in the 
state constitution. 


If the governor or any intending can- 


didate would serve notice sxich a reform 
was in mind, all would understand then, 
here stood a genuine reformer, here 
stands a man thinking much more of the 
welfare of a people than of his own po- 
litical advancement. But no one hears 
of anything resembling this. 


TJiis is not saying such reform is fav- 


ored. It is not intended to argue such 
a complete innovation would be desira- 
ble, but if it is intended to promote elec- 
toral changes such as the proposed pri- 
mary law would bring about, then it may 
be well argued why not go the whole 
hog, and by law abolish every party sig- 
nification on the ballots. This would 
give a direct vote with a vengeance. The 
party convention being abolished, for no 
one pretends a platform made up by can- 
didates would be of any force, there 
would be elections expressing the will of 
the people. There would be objections 
to this, but then there are objections al- 
so to the present pattern of a primary 
election law. But it is probable Denver 
will try the new departure and then we 
shall know more regarding the merits of 
the innovation. If a success other cities 
may be expected to follow the example. 


THE PEONAGE EVIL INCREASING. 
The ever increasing number of peon- 


age cases from the south is due a good 
deal to the leniency of the courts. It 
is true there have been numbers of con- 
victions but in every case there has been 
no actual punishment, the fines and im- 
prisonment having been remitted; and 
while it may be true the particular cases 
•concerned may never be revived, tlie 
clemency has had and is having its ef- 
fect. Along the entire southern coast 
peonage cases are coming to the front 
and grand juries seem to be bringing in 
indictments, but the state authorities so 
far have acted very ofSshly as to co- 
operating with the federal grand juries 
and planters have taken their cue froni 
this. 


Unless the federal courts enforce their 


decisions as to fines and imprisonment, 
nothing is .more absolutely certain than 
that this cruel peonage system will grow 
and extend. In Georgia, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana and Texas peonage 
is now quite an institution and to such 
an extent has grown the practice that it 


] would seem the mattei- by 
this 
time 


should have reached the federal authori- 
ties at Washington; perhaps congress, if 


i the leaders would take time to consider 
the matter, might take appropriate ac- 
tion in this new form of American slav- 
ery.

As all exercises of a religious charac-

I If it is wrong to introduce religious ele- 
; ments, on the ground that there is such 
a wide difference in the profession of 
fnith, nnd in others of no professions of 
fnitli, why not equally is there existing 
just as wide differences in polities. It 
certainly is precisely as objectionable for 
the one as for the other. If religions 
may dissever, may antagonize, 
wherein 


is partisan politics any better? 
This 


view does not seem to have overtaken 
the state administration ns yet, but it 
is time such did communicate itself to 
their understandings. If the usefulness 
of the state university is to be interfer- 
ed with, if discordant elements are to 
be introduced, if the seeds of dissension 
are to be sown then let the political fea- 
tures continue as they have been intro- 
duced by the stata administration. If 
it continues it will but add to 
the

DISCIPLINE IN UKIVBRSiTIES. 
How far school authorities 
may go 


may be tested by parents of students at- 
tending an Ohio university whose au- 
thorities have issued regulations forbid- 
ding the use of tobacco by any student. 
This policy is being carried oa by the 
requirement of a pledge" froni every stu- 
dent that he will not use tobncco in auy 
form. As the university in question is 
conducted under church auspices 
the 


movement naturally has attracted con- 
siderable attention,. and while the ac- 
count says many of the students accept- 
ed the situation, others hesitated and 
have sought.advice from the outside. 


It will more likely be found if tile 


university- officials persevere, that their 
authority ends with the boundaries of 
the university; though of course as to 
tho moral' part of the pledge, they may 


the student* cany them. But the an- 
nounced intention to expel every stu- 
den 
who 
refuses 
to 
sign 
the 


pledge is probably a measure the law 
will not interfere with, since the insti- 
tution is not of a public character, be- 
ing sustained by private funds and ad- 
mission fees. 


FARMERS GRAIN ELEVATORS. 
Illinois grain farmers are following in 


the'footsteps of farmers in the west and 
northwest and establishing co-operative 
elevator companies. 
There are now it 


is so reported in that state fifty-five of 
these and more coming. Could the farm- 
ing community-control the grain eleva- 
tors along the line of the roada carrying 
grain it would result in a lessening of 
some enormous fortunes, but it would 
distribute a gracious factor of increase 
in the income of every farmer, growing 
grain. 


There should be many more of these 


elevators along side of 
the railroad 


tracks and where transportation inter- 
ests seek to restrain and to make trou- 
ble, the agriculturists should take the 
matter up with the legal minds and gee 
just how things are. With an abund- 
ance of these grain handling convenien- 
ces the manipulators on the great gamb- 
ling boards of trades would have 
far 


less nutrition to -work on. There would 
be less stacked cards and more of a fair 
deal with consequent fair play for the 
man of the farm. 


A STRONGER NAVY. 
Congress will among other things in 


clue time take up the recommendation* 
of Secretary Moody for a stronger navy. 
We con do without much more of a 
standing army, but we cannot do with- 
out a stronger navy, and one subject to 
call when needed, not rusting around in 
the various navy yards. Mention hag 
been made of the German program for 
enlargement of its navy, that 
nation 


oontemplating having thirty-eight 
for- 


midable battleships to say nothing at 
all of efficient cruisers protected and un- 
protected within another 
decade, but 


what the United States in the view of 
Secretary of the Navy Moody should do 
is to look out after its own interests and 
to insure its possessing a fighting navy 
abundantly able to care for the interests 
of the Republic everywheres. We may 
not require the number of fighting ships 
in the navy of England, or perhaps even 
that the size of Prance, but we certainly 
should possess a fighting navy commen- 
surate to the requirements of our He- 
public and its increasing interests. 


One of the peculiarities of some of 


these reform organizations is the singu- 
lar fact, when possessing the power, the 
reforms are in their interest personally. 
Such a state of affairs is reported from 
one of the eastern states where a com- 
bination of legislative members in a prev- 
ious session having been quite successful 
have now combined to capture the con- 
trol of the next legislature. A comment 
upon this new alliance says: "A pecul- 
iar thing about the Alliance, and one 
which bodes little good for its future, 
is that instead of standing for 
econo- 


mies in state administration, as would 
naturally be expected of it, it has gain- 
ed the reputation of being as joyful a 
spender of public funds as any clique of 
bosses that ever gained power in a large 
city." This is generally the way of it.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—It can bo 


stated by authority Unit thu ailmiuistra- 
tioil cloi^s not coniemplatc paying one 
dollar out of the United States treasury 
to Colombia on iiecoiint oi the .secession 
of Panmnn. Nor will it go before The 
Hague tribunal us a party to any pro- 
ceedings growing out of that secession. 
It is stated that to do cither of these 
tilings would be to commit the adminis- 
tration to an admission that it had 
been guilty of wronging Colombia. 


On the other hand it is again anuouiic- 


eil that the United States government 
stands ready to do everything in its 
power to bring about an amicable under- 
standing between Colombia and Pana- 
ma. It may be that Panama will con- 
sent to go before The Hague tribunal 
with Colombia and allow that tribunal 
to decide whether or not Panama shall 
raake auy concessions to Colombia on 
account of the severance of political tios. 
It is certain that the United States gov- 
ernment would look •with favor upon 
the assumption by Panama of some small 
liability to make, good the heavy loss 
•which Colombia has suffered. The gov- 
ernment is even willing to go to the ex- 
tent of guaranteeing the performance by 
Panama of any duty and obligation she 
may assume toward Colombia and ex- 
changes on this basis between interested 
parties are now in progress. 


TO SUBMIT TREATY SOOX. 


The senate committee on foreign re- 


lations today continued consideration of 
the Panama canal treaty. The discus- 
sion was confined to amendments which 
had been offered by Democratic members 
but no vote was reached. 
Indications 


point to the speedy reporting of the 
treaty, as Senators Bacon and Morgan 
announced they had little more to sub- 
mit in support of these amendments. 
The committee will meet again tomor- 
row. 
ASK GOOD OFFICES OF PRESIDENT. 


Mr. Hale offered the following resolu- 


tion ill the senate today, as the result 
of the agreement between himself and 
Mr. Bacon during yesterday's 
session 


looking to a settlement of the Panama 
question : 


"Whereas, the state of Panama, for 


merly a part of the Republic of Colom 
bia lias seceded from that Republic and 
has set up a government, Republican in 
form, under the name'of the Republic 
of Panama; and, 


Whereas, the independence of said He 


public of Panama has been recognized bj 
the United States and by many other na 
tions; and, 


Whereas, a treaty is now pending be- 


fore the senate between the United 
States and the Republic of Panama, the 
ratification of which will 
insure . the 


speedy building of the intcroceanic canal 
by the United States across the terri- 
tory of said Republic of Panama; there- 
fore, 


Resolved, That in any claim which 


Republic of Colombia ill any form, may 
make against the said Republic of Pa- 
nama for indemnification or loss of ter- 
ritory or increased burden of the debt 
of snid Republic of Colombia, the presi- 
dent is requested to tender his-best of- 
fices toward the peaceful adjustment of 
nil controversies flint have arisen or may 
arise, between snid Rpoublic of Colombia 
anil file Rpnuhlic of Panama." 


The resolution was rend and Mr. Hale 


stnfced thnt he presented it as a substi- 
tute for the Bacon resolution. He. ask- 
ed for the printing of the document and 
soid thnt he would not ask for immediate 
consideration. 


GIVES LODGE A DIG. 


The Panama resolution offered by Mr. 


Gorman was bid before the sena,te and 
Mr. Oaraiack was rceognissed. 
He be- 


gan with a reference to 
Mr. Lodge's 


speech and said he was always pleiiscd 
to hear him when he descends from Bos- 
ton to earth. That senator should un- 
derstand that there should be a limit to 
even the xeal of an administration sen- 
ator and if he were less of a partisan 
he would be standing here denouncing 
the acts of the president as he would be 
if the president were a. Democrat. 
He 


contended there had been no partisan- 
ship in the attitude of the Democratic 
cenutors. 
On the other hand the Re- 


publican administration had been guilty 
of the worst kind of partisanship in re- 
fusing to execute the Spoouer law be- 
cause of the fear that the opposition 
would secure an advantage. 


CALLS REPUBLIC ABORTION. 


He advocated the discussion of the 


Panama treaty in open senate and said 
that while he had the utmost respect for 
the office of the president, he did not 
moou to oonceal the esoesset of thtrt of- 
fice "And every act of the president in 
thi:4 -wretched Pnnnrmi business, lie went 
on, hits been in violation of law of st.a- 
tuory ami international-law, and the con- 


stitution of the United States. He then 
discussed at length Mr. Lodge's defense | 
of the president's right to recognize the | 
independence of other . countries .and 
spoke of thu new isthmian power as "A ' 
hideous abortion of night and darkness 
| misnamed as the Panama Republic." 


He compared the course of President 


Jackson in the Texas, case with that of 
President Roosevelt in the present in- 
stance and condemned the former at the 
expense of the latter. In that case, he 
said there was no recognition until Mex- 
ico had abandoned the struggle. As for 
himself when his conduct should be ques- 
tioned, he would point to Andrew Jack- 
son and not to Theodore Roosevelt as 
his guide and he had no doubt Of the 
result. 


But even the president had admitted 


that he was not following precedents and 
that he was acting under th« require- 
ments of necessity, that necessity which 
in this is as in no other cases knows no 
law. 


ASK AN INVESTIGATION. 


Today's session of the senate began 


.with the presentation by Mr. Patersoa, 
Colorado, of a telegraphic petition from 
the Federation of Labor of Colorado, in 
session at Denver, .requesting. the adop- 
tion of the resolution formerly present- 
ed in the senate by Mr. Paterson provid- 
ing for an investigation of the strike by 
the senate committee on judiciary. Mr. 
Patersou said that the federation num- 
bers 35,000 men. He asked to have the 
resolution referred to the judiciary com- 
mittee together with the petition. Tlio 
petition was read. The request for an 
investigation was upon a representation 
of the extreme gravity of the situation. 


The entire matter was on Mr. Pater- 


son's motion, referred to the committee 
on the judiciary, and the senate took up 
and passed the house bill for the eradi- 
cation of the cotton boll weevil. 


The resolutions looking to an investi- 


gation of the affairs of the postofTlce de- 
partment were laid before the senate, 
but, 
by unanimous consent, went over 


again until tomorrow.

The report of the Ketiosha county 


register of deeds shows a decrease in the 
number of births in 1003. The number 
of births and deaths in tlic county last 
year, when compared With the preceding 
year, shows a distinct falling off and the 
city and county are being forced to de- 
pend on incoming settlers for an increase 
in population. The total number of 
births in 1002 was 584, 200 males and 247 
females, while last year there were but. 
543, 
a loss of twenty-one. Tlie deaths 


in 1002 were 275, while in 1903 the deaths 
were only 200, the examination of tEe 
figures showing a loss of population to 
the extent of fifteen. 


The figures of the register show a re- 


markable state of affairs. 
The noisy 


prattle of a babe has been heard in the 
town of "Bristol but once during the year 
IftOS, whiie eight times the hearse has 
been called into service, so that tlio 
town has a natural loss of population of 
seven people. In Brighton tilings were 
evened up a little, and four births and 
as many deaths, are reported. Randall 
is a small town, but she managed to in- 
crease her population by seven births, 
and twelve of her citizens were Inid to 
rest in the cemeteries.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 13.—There 


is a strong probability that the house 
committees on postofficcs will not report 
a bill )7icreasing the salaries of rural 
letter carriers, as the estimates for the 
rural service, based on present schedules, 
show a marvelous increase. Millions are 
now required to maintain this service. 
The demand for increased salaries for 
the carriers is strong. More than 100 
bills have been introduced in both houses 
on the subject. The committee is agreed 
that the compensation of the carriers 
should be increased, but it has been un- 
able to agree on a figure. 


The consensus of opinion in congress 


seems to be that the carrier should re- 
ceive at least $000 a year, but the postal 
experts regard this amount excessive. 
They contend that rural free delivery in 
a few years is certain to become one of 
the most costly adjuncts of the depart- 
ment, and congress should proceed with 
great care in adding to the cost of the 
service. • It is already apparent that the 
committee is opposed to increasing the 
salaries beyond $700, and there is opposi- 
tion to the provision in the Fairbanks 
bill proposing that the carriers shall be 
graded, as in the city service. The com- 
mittee favors that rat* ii any increase 
is granted Mid thin polioy -rill prevail ii 
it baa a way.

ber of banks, building and loan asso- 
ciations and other financial institutions- 
in New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
Indiana were victimized by a well- 
dressed, well-mannered man with a 
soft and pei'f-misive voice.

CARE OF HOUSE PLANTS. 


How to Have m. Thriving Garden IK 


r 
•Winter. 


Raising tousc plants is not after all 


a very difficult thing it one observes 
certain 1'acts aud given suIBeieat atten- 
tion to these,, says the Brooklyn Citizen. 
Plants are frequently moved around 
too much to thrive and are exposed to 
uneven temperature or drafts. 


The room In which plants grow muat 


not be kept very warm in the daytime 
and allowed to become very cold at 
night. Giving enough -water at regular 
times is ol course the first requisite to 
succesa in plant culture. Most flower- 
lag plants need sunshine, and thoro- 
|qre a sunuy window proteqted from 
drafts Is the best place to keep them. 


On the other hand, a fernery needs 


light, but jiot sun, anCi therefore thrives 
best in winflows on the shady side of 
the house. Coal gas and gas for light- 
ing are destructive to all growth of 
plants, and therefore to protect from 
these cover tha plants with a newspn- 
per at night raised by sorae device BO 
ns not to touch the leaves. Maidenhair 
ferns are found to grow best under 
glass globes. 


Every day at ss nearly the same hour 


as you can manage water your plants. 
They will be grateful for the regular- 
ity, and as often as once a week give 
the large plants, such as palms and 
rubber trees, a sponge bath with tepiij 
water. It ig most important to lieep th« 
foliage free from diist. Plants, too, 
need fresh air as much as people, and 
therefore allow the window farthest 
from the plants to be open a little way 
at the top, being sure, however, to coy- 
er them If the Changs of temperature 
will be felt. 
. With attention to the above facts one 
niny have a beautiful and thriving gar- 
den within doors all the season long.

RADIUM IS CANCER CURE 


Successful in Three Cases--Dr. 


Morton Tells ot His 


Experiments. 


N*EW YORK, Jan. 14—Radium from 


minerals found in Colorado has been ex- 
hibited here at a meeting of the Tech- 
nology club, before which the latest de- 
velopments in the treatment of disease 
by the use of liquids charged with radio- 
activity was described by Dr. Wm. J. 
Morton, of the New York Post Graduate 
hospital, who raid he bad effected three 
complete cures of cancer with radium. 
Remarkable results also were , said to 
have been achieved in cases of malaria 
and other diseases due to bacteria. 


"I hare experimented for six months," 


said Dr. Morton,'"with solutions which 
become radio-active when exposed 
to 


radium for 24 hours. To give these solu- 
tions in very large doses would probably 
kill a human being and great care must 
be exercised in these experiments. Sun- 
light is a great curative agent, and'liq- 
uids charged with violet rays have prac- 
tically the same effect. 


"A later method is to employ solu- 


tions like quinine sulphate that have the 
property of fluorescence. A patient may 
be given some of this solution, and then 
when radium is held near the body or 
the X-ray used the liquid becomes lumin- 
ous and sunlight may be said to flood 
the interior of the body. 


"In chronic malaria, cancer of the liv- 


er and many other ailments, this treat- 
ment has already shown good results. 


"Up to the present I have treated can- 


cer with radium by suspending the latter 
at a certain distance from the mouth of 
a goblet-shaped glass and applying the 
mouth over the affected part, and hold- 
ing it there."

Boman Catholic Society Puts 


Ban on Divorces, Decoliette 


Gowns and Cocktails. 


NEW YORE, Jan. 14.—Social ostra- 


cism lor divorcees, wearers of decollette 
gowns, gamblers, including players of 
bridge whist and users of liquors is the 
object of a society which hag been or- 
ganized here under the name "Daughters 
of the Faith." Its purpose ia declared 
to be to "discountenance these usage* 
and customs that are the evident causes 
of the spread of moral evil in society." 
Women of the beat families and most 
distinguished Catholics in New York are 
among the charter members. 


Tha most severe strictures are contain- 


ed in the manual, open only to the mem- 
bers, which contains a tore word by Cardi- 
nal Gibbuns. Monsignor D. Falconio and 
Archbishop Farley. In the manual the 
members of the society are pledged not 
to acecpt or extend invitations to di- 
vorced person who has married during 
the life of the person front whom he or 
she has been divorced; not to be present 
at any entertainment at which any form 
of gambling, including bridge whist for 
money is carried on; not to drink in 
public cocktails or any other alcoholic 
beverages^and to abstain from all such 
drinking unless of wine in moderation 
at private dinners. 


The society has been informally car- 


ried on two years. In the future it is 
to be governed by an executive board un- 
der the supervision of the archbishop of 
New York.
